says :— Yesterday afternoon, under a sky 


| mournful as the occasion: itself, the funeral 


of the late Mr Raward Provis Wickbam 
touk place. All acctions of the community 


in which he numbered so miny friends | 


wore represented in the Inrge concourse 
which followed his remains fron ' Men- 
dowbank,’ Carter Road, to the cemetery, 
Naturally—since he was the son of a sul- 
dier, and had for many years tuken a pro- 


minent and splendidly useful part in tho | 


volunteer movement here—he was accorded 
a military funeral Every unit of the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps sent all its 
available members to swoll the ranks of 
those who held him in estecin and affee- 
tienate regard. The time announced for 
the funeral procession tu start was 4.15 
p.m., and by that time Carter Road was a 
sadly memorable scene, The mustevof the 
§.V.U. did credit to the corps. First there 
was the Light Horse, Mr Wickham’s old 
Corpa, whieh provided « firing purty under 
Liout. W. d.N. Dyer, while theremainder 
of the Corps was under Adjutant, Captain 
Wedemeyer. All -otticers of the Corps, 
from the Commandant, Major Mackenzie, 
downwards, were present, and the forées] 
of the. garrison were. alsa represented. 
Colonel R. C. P. Mayne and ail tho officers 
of the 30ch Baluchia; Colonel Count 
Schlippenbach, Major Graham, and many 
uther German olliccrs; an officer of the 
French troops ; and-Captain Wehrang and 
the officers of the French Volunteers, were 
all present, as were the Victoria Fire 
Company (to which Mr Wickham had 
hetonged) under Foreman E. O, Cumming. 
The S.V.C.. was drawn ap on other side of 
the road, with the exception of the firing 
party, which was stationed near the houss.
